Do you sometimes wish there were two of you? Jim Borowski, an 
agronomist for Walther Farms in Clio, Michigan, knows the feeling. 

The main crop on the farm is potatoes for the chip market, They raise 
6,500 acres of potatoes, 2,200 acres of corn, and a few hundred acres of 
soybeans. Borowski is in charge of precision agriculture on the farm.

Walther Farms does grid soil sampling and variable-rate application * 
of lime and potash.
